SEEKS PEACE WITH WORLD 



Position Taken By France 
Regard to His Landing 
at Bordeaux

Santandcr, Spain, Dec. 0. — 'I'he 
French .steamer Guadaloiipe, with Pre- 
aUleiil Castro, of Venezuela, on board, 
came in liere today. It wa.s learned 
aoon after hia arrival that President 
Castro will continue on board the 
.steamer to Bordeaux, and that from 
Umdeau.'; he will travel overland to 
Berlin. 

The Guadaloupe came into Santander 
ilylng tile Hag ot Venezuela. In addi- 
tion to President Castro, there were 011 
board his wife, his sister, Senora Cor- 
donas, two aides and three physicians, 
Dr. J. A. I3aldo, Dr. Pablo Acu.sta Or- 
tls Jortls and Dr. i-'onseca. 

The mystery ot the presldont'.s tri]) 
to Europe was dl.spolled soon after tlie 
Guadaloupe dropped anclior. 'J'lie re- 
ports that Castro is critically ill, that 
lie was deserting Venezuela forever, 
etc., were speedily pronounced absurd, 
and It was declared that lie came to 
Europe with tlie double purpose of be- 
ing examined by Curopean spcciallats 
and tu ^ settle Venezuela's outstandlngr 
differences with foreign powers. As 
President Castro is his own Jllnlstcr 
of Foreign A!ffairff, He "Is coniidont of 
being able to' "conduct the negotiations 
to this end to a 8\jece8Si!ul conclusion, 
and he believes that he will return to 
Caracas In February with Venezuela at 
peace with the world. President Castro 
laughed heartily at the fantastic ru- 
iiior.s regarding his purposes and plans 
that IiavG been In circulation recently. 

The doctors said that tho president's 
general condition was excellent, and lie 
had derived great benefit from the voy- 
age over. He has been suffering for 
some years with a disease that la un- 
derstood to be tumor of the Iddneys. 

The president of Venezuela paid no 
heed to the warnings of the Venezue- 
lan consuls who talked with hlin on 
board tho ship, tlint ho mlglit not bo 
permitted to land in France. Ho an- 
nounced that lio Iiad started for Bor- 
deaux, and that was where he was go- 
ing. He is firm in tlie belief that he 
runs no rl.sk. and he knows that, the 
news that lie Is going to France with 
Ills hand stretched In peace has jire- 
ceded him. The Venezuela executive 
lilmself ilecllnod to talk for publica- 
tion to the newspaper men wlio came 
on board the ship. 

Surprising Documents 

A member of the president's entour- 
age expressed the oiilnlon today that 
the various governments would bo very 
much surprised -svhen certain docu- 
ments in the posse.s.slon of President 
Castro -(vcre shown lo llicm. President 
Castro has every n-asoii tn b('lievo that 
things will go smoothly during his ab- 
sence from home. He has left mat- 
ters in excellent sliapc, and Acting Pre- 
sident Comez is regarded as fully com- 
petent to handle the situation. 

When one of his aides was informed 
of tho rejiorted revolutionary expedi- 
tion under Generals Rolande and Fer- 
nandez, that l.s said to be now in pro- 
cess of organization ,it Curacao, tho 
oflicer smiled and declared the inove- 
nient would be utterly abortive. Pre- 
sident Castro was informed of the 
Dutch naval demonstration off tlic 
cmist of Venezuela, but he would make 
no comment. All the jias.sengers on 
board the Guadaloupe who tallied with 
President Castro on the trip over, were 
greatly Impresseil with hi.s remarkable 
intelligence and ills strong personality. 

Tho allegations that Castro declared 
in an interview once that he was 
proud of the fact tliat his guverninont 
was on bad terms v.-ith mnst of ihe 
powers of Europe is ■ not believeil l>y 
those who Iciiow the president closely, 
nor Is It thought that he Is trying to 
create a confederation of the states of 
North and South America against 
Europe and the United States. It w.-m 
explained by one of Ms aides tliai; 
President Castro regarded Intern.-i- 
tlonal relations as business that could 
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bo attended to in 1^'rgb • measure by 
consuls, and the president had llttlo 
patience with diplomatic ceremonial 
and "protocols." Ho hl^l^J*^^" annoyed 
by tho character of ^6m6- of tho for- 
eign roprosentatlves.'siht' to Caracas, 
considering thp; selecjjM -td ' havO| been 
a slight upori'-tha dlgii,tfy",'6t Veneztiela.

— The Nether- 
lands government n]ipiirently has not 
yot dei'iileil iiptJU .any exact course of 
procedure against Venezuela, but It Is 
Intimated here today that the patrol 
of tliu Venezuelan coast by three 
Dutch v.-arshlps which began last 
Wednesday may devoloi) into more 
active measures If any Venezuelan 
warships attempt to leave port. Should 
any of President Caafcp'B. l^hlpq find 
themselves 011 tho .hwh- neas within 
range of the guns bi^he Dutch ves- 
sels, there .Is: a BtronEfiTt>robablllty that 
they would be arreste^H^and taken into 
a Dutch port~ The'lnfernational law 
on this subject Is nbwS;Tjeing carefully 
considered by. HollanBi!;;. ;

INVOLVES HEAVY OUTLAY 



Proposal to Ask for issuance 

of $500,000,000 of Na- 
tional Bonds 



AA''ashlngton, Dec. 9. — Sentiment in 
favor of the Issuance of government 
bonds for a comprehensive improvement 
of the rivers, harbors and canals of the 
country, to the end that this nation 
shall have tho greatest system in the 
world, gained considerable headway at 
the annual meeting of tlie rivers and 
luirburs congress iiere today. 

The scheme cotemplates the issuance 
of $500,OUO,000 worth of federal bonds 
for Internal water courses, to bo dis- 
tributed over a ten -year jjeriud, or 
550,000,000 annually. Kollowlng tho 
lead of President Roosevelt and Presi- 
dent-elect Taft, both of whom, before 
the joint conservation meeting yester- 
day, advocated the Issuance of govern- 
ment bonds for the construction of per- 
manent public improvements, increased 
endorsement was today given tho pro- 
position at the rivers and harbor^i con- 
gress by such leading figures as Vice- 
President Fairbanks, Andrew Carnegie 
and Joseph Rninsell, president of tho 
congress. 

It was learned today that the con- 
gress will probably adopt resolutions 
asking congress to authorize the Issu 
ance of bonds. 

Today's session witnessed one of tiio 
most notable gatherings in tlie history 
of the congress. Leading figures in 
the public, industrial and commercial 
life of the nation Indicated approval 
of waterways Improvements by their 
presence and participation in the pro- 
ceedings. Upwards of 3,500 delegates, 
representing forty-four states and the 
Territories of -'Vlaaka, New Mexico, 
Hawaii and Porto ,Rlco, were in at- 
tendance; , '. .. • ' 
. ..^Goybrnor^J, .':;d4]>Jolmsori,.-.ot_Mlnna- 
soto, in an address tbday before tlie 
Joint cohferonce of the National Con- 
servation cbmrnittee'and ' tlie ^rovernors 
of different states brbiight'an enthus- 
iastic ihessagre of accord from the 
great middle west in the scheme of 
conservation, and declared thai the 
paramount problem of tho hour Is the 
development of inland waterways. "1 
believe the greatest Investment this 
nation can make today Is to construct 
a canal from Lake Superior to the Gulf 
of Mexico," asserted tho governor. "It 
win solve the problem of rate regula- 
tion in the interior, and will make un- 
necessary further discussions between 
sections or political parties as to 
whether federal control, absolutely, or 
state control will be best, because com- 
lietltlon Itself would solve the pro- 
blem." 



ENGLISHMEN LOST IN 
THE NOBTHEBN WILDS 

Further Facts Ascertained of 
Probable Fate of Gold 
Seekers 



AVhllo the provincial police have re- 
ceh ed some further information which 
tends to show that the two young 
l^ngllshmen, Harry Phlpps and 
Matthew Trimmon, concerning whose 
fate in the wilds of the Ingenlca coun- 
try in the neighborhood of Fort Kra- 
hani. Superintendent Hussey has been 
aslced to inquire, must have met their 
deaths, there has, as yet, been no 
facts IndlcatiiiB tho manner in which 
tliey died. 

As a result of tho publication in tho 
Colonist, of the fact that relatives in 
the old country are endeavoring to 
ascertain the fate of the two youths, 
Thomas R. Wilson, a prospector, at 
present in the city, yesterd.ay gave 
Superintendent Hussey some inl/irma- 
tlon relative to the missing English- 
men. 

Wilson 'Stated that last summer ho 
was prospecting In the Flndlay river 
country in company with Albert Luff- 
man. On August a they were at Fort 
Graham and were Informed by Mr. 
Fox, Hudson's Bay company's agent 
there, that two young Englishmen liad 
a cache at the Mounted Police winter 
quarters, twenty miles up tho Flndlay 
river from Fort Graham and oppo.slte 
the Ingenlca river. They wore fold ot 
the disappoaranco. of the two English- 
men and about tho end of the month, 
while prospecting near that spot they 
vlrjited the cacha wlicre they found 
four horses and the n.iccssary saddlery 
as wi'll as a quantity of jirovlslons. 
On their return to l'"ort Graham tlu:y 
brought along tho horses and provi- 
sions as well as two kit bags. 'J'he 
provisions were handed over to Mr. 
Fox while the honscs and kit bags 
which contained papers, personal 
effects and bank books belonging to 
the missing men were taken charge of 
by Mr. Valleau, government agent nt 
Hazclton whither the stuff was 
brought by Wilson a^d liUffman. One 
of the horses widis lost about six miles 
from Hazclton and the other throo 
wero sold by auction together with 
tho saddlery. Mr. Wilson stated that 
while prospecting about August n, 
prior to their reaching >^ort Graham, 
they met with three prospectors in 
the neighborhood of the Stranger 
river. Those men, Robinson, INlcMII- 
lan and Mero, wore on their way from 
the Ingenlca country to Haxelton via 
Fort Graham. Tliey stated that on 
their way from the Ingenlca river they 
liad seen nothing of Phipps or Trim- 
mon, thjjugh they hud been told of tho 



two Englishmenjpasslng Fort Graham 
on June 8 on their way from Edmon- 
ton to MoCorinell creek. 

When he arrived at Hazolton, Mr. 
Wilson heard aomethlng further ot tlie 
misalng men. A IMr. Perry, who with 
twtP'olher men liad returned from thy. 
Ingenlca country, informed lilm that 
ho had seen Plilpps and Trimmon on 
or about Juno in about sixty miles up 
the Ingenlca river and that they were 
tlien sliort of provisions haviuK only 
n little flour, tea and sugar In their 
packs. Mr. I'erry, who Is well ac- 
quainted with the Ingenlca country, 
mado Phlpps and Trimmon a rough 
ma]) of the country, showing .them 
that they would liavo to travjil forty 
miles further before they W^ijld r6aoh 
McConnell creek. 

Apparently, that "was^tljo last seen 
of the two mfssihg men. The fact 
thai flilpps and. Trimmon, when met 
by 'Mr/ "Perry, were short of provi- 
sions'' but evidently v.-ere not lost as, 
in that case thoy would have said ao, 
would Indicate that they had eitlier 
left the bulk of their provisions cached 
and pressed forward, hoping to reach 
McConnel creel;, or instead, intended 
to return to. their cache. That they 
never reached there is evident and ap- 
parentlv they were lost or drowned In 
the Iniinedlate nclghboriiood where 
they wero la^t seen by Mr. Perry as 
they would not have gone far on the 
scanty amount of provisions they had 
when" tho latter met them. 

Mr. Wilson stated that while he was 
at Fort Graliam, Mr. Fox -was prepar- 
ing to send an IndBan out In search 
of the missing men or at least In an 
endeavor ' to ascertain something of 
their fate. 



Democratic Objections 
Washington, Doc. 9.— The corres- 
pondence between Japan and tho 
United States in regard to tho entente 
for maintaining the integrity of China 
and protecting the interests of Amer- 
ica and Japan In the Orient was the 
aulDject of discussion today In tho 
Senate committee on foreign relations. 
In view ot the fact tliat the Republi- 
can senators were compelled to at- 
tend a caucus, the session of the com- 
mittee was brief. The Democratic 
members of tho committee, /ho-wever, 
outlined th^r opposition to' the un- 
derstanding between the two govern- 
niens unless It Is sent to the senate 
In the form of "a treaty for ratifica- 
tion.

.Kansas City, Dec. 9. — Efforts of the 
police today to find Jaihes Sharp, 
balled by his ten fanatical followrers 
as a second Messiah, failed to reveal 
bis movements after yesterday's 
bloody light with tho police. Tlie only 
clue so far secured is that shortly after 
the tragedy he had his hair trimmed 
and ills long beard shaved off. Chief 
oj: Police Alicarn has offered a reward 
for his capture. 

No other names h.ive been added to 
yesterday's list of deaths. Policeman 
Michael Mullano, the most seriously 
hurt, rallied slightly today, and the 
physicians say he has an even chance 
for recovery. Sergeant Patrick Clark 
and A. J. Selzo, a bystander, who Svas 
shot through the lung, are both slight- 
ly improved. 

At the general hospital, Louis Pratt, 
lirst dlsciiiie of Sliarp, and father of 
tho girl who was killed. Is lying on his 
cot with his right leg .-iniputateil ;it 
tho knee and a bullet In his brain. He 
persists that ho 'Is divinely guided and 
upheld, and Is bitter in ills denuncia- 
tion of the iiollce. Regarding ills 
religious faith, he has llttlo to say. 

Mrs. Pratt and her four surviving 
children are detained at police head- 
quarters. Mrs. Sharp is in jail. None 
ot them exhibit any emotion when 
speaking of tho death of Lulu Pratt, 
but calmly assert that it was God's 
will. Tie police say the two women 
arid the two eldest girl.'?, Mary and 
Lena, will bo charged with murder. 
Five residents of a mission in tiio 
north end, frequented by Sharp's fol- 
lowers, are being held for examination.

CouritWfeiters Sentenced 

Milton, Ont., Dec. 9. — Thos. and Mil- 
ton Crozler pleaded guilty when ar- 
raigned before Judge Magee at the as- 
sizes here today for their second trial 
on charges of counterfeiting, and were 
sentenced, the father to seven years in 
Kingston iionltentlary, and the son to 
one year in the Central iirlson. Six 
weeks ago Thojiias Crozier was sen- 
tenced to nine years in the peniten- 
tiary and Milton Crozler to two years. 
These sentences were quashed on a 
technicality and a new trial granted.

— The railway com- 
niisslon lias ordered the dally Inspec- 
tion of electric bells at all railway 
crossings. Another order stipulates 
that where freight cars aro used on 
main line passenger trains they must 
ho equipped with air brakes, steel tires 
and nictnl trucks designed for passen- 
ger service. Where tiiese requirements 
are not compiled with ,on account ot 
oxccjitlonal circttmstances, trains must 
riot be run more "than thlrty-flve miles 
an hour. 



Ciiaracter of Recent Edicts' 

Furtlier Siiows Occidental • 
Influence ^■ > 



Pekin, Dec. 9.— Tho body of Ku.ing 
Hsu, the lat(^ Emperor of China, was 
today carried with much ceremony 
from thtj hall in the Forbidden city, 
where It has reposed for a week, to 
the Coal Hill mortuary. It will con- 
tinue to He In state there pending the 
construction of the imperial sepulchre. 
The funeral cortege, brilliant, barbaric 
and weird in the cye.s of western ob- 
servers, was led by Prince Chun, tho 
regent, for a short distance from its 
stiirting place and as it passed through 
the streets of the imperial city thou- 
I sands of mourners knell in tlis rttist 
until the coffin was no longer to bo 
seen. ^ 

The funeral observances wore nota- 
ble for a strange admixture of an- 
cient Chinese customs with western 
forms and practices, a.'fabt that shows 
the modernization fo the nation in 
recent years. Many of the old grotes- 
que funeral forms that have been ob- 
served for centuries were today Ig- 
nored. This departure has brought out 
much loyal criticism, but In spite of 
tills tho throne yest-erday ordered the 
grand council to consider another 
memorial looking to the alteration of 
existing funeral observances to con- 
form to modern methds. 

The cortege was accompanied by 
G,000 mourners and 4,000 soldiers. Fully • 
10,000 men knelt In the streets of 
the imperial city as the procession 
went by. Tho baby Emperor and the 
Dowager Empress Yohonala, widow of / 
Kuang Hsu, itnolt side by. side on ,tho 
floor of the hall .where the ' body ha;d 
been reposing, as' the remains started 
on their final journey. Sixty-four im- 
perinl ohair-bearers bore the catafalque 
as far as the cast sate, and iit this 
point the regent and the members of 
his suite fell out of the proceaslon and ; 
retracted tli-eir stops to the Forbid- 
den clly. At tho east gato these sixty- . 
four bearers were replaced •by.a.*.128 •>: 
others, by ^vliom the coflin was "carried ■; 
to tlie mortuary. 

In the luocesslon also were horses 
wltli strange cushioned saddles, camels 
with panniers on their bade and other 
I>ack animals used in caravan trans- 
portation. It Is regarded as an essen- 
tial of dignity that an Emperor be con- , 
ducted to his ' final resting place by 
these strange and crude examples of 
imethods of travel. 

Grand Councillor Yuan Shi Kal has 
had in hand the carrying out of the 
funeral arrangements. He himself, to- 
'gothor with 37 other Chinese nobles, 
followed the imperial onflln from tho 
forbidden city to tho mortuary. They 
walked tho -imtirc distance. Foreigners 
were permitted to witness the funer.'vl 
procession. This was a concession on 
the part of the Foreign Board, for 
heretofore such a liberty has never 
lichen allowed. 

In accordance with an ancient cus- 
tom all the personal ct'fecls, clothing, 
costly furs, etc., belonging to the late 
Kuang Hsu liave been incinerated. 
This work has been going on for a 
week past. The property tlius destroy- 
ed Is worth a groat deal of money. It 
Is estimated that the post mortem ex- 
penditures in connection with their late 
majesties, will amount to at least 6,- 
000,000 taels (equal to about .?4,:.'0O,0O0). 
This sum will be paid by tlie hoard 
of llnanco and the board of rights, but 
a largo contribution to it will bo ob- 
tained also from the treasury of tho 
late empress. Her majesty Is reported 
to have left fabulous wealth behind: her. 
All this property reposes In her'i»er"- 
sonai treasury. This wealth has be- 
come the property of the prince regent 
who advises .that- it be Invested. T3e- 
cause of the anomalous position of the 
late Kuang Hsu in tiie reigning family, 
hia resting place in the imperial sb- 
pulchro has not yet been determined 
upon, but a commission has left Fekln 
for the eastern tombs, accompanied .by . 
a number of court necromancers, to fix 
upon tho cite. 

Tho Dowager impress will be bur- 
led in tho spring, when her 'mausole^mi 
shall have been completed. Her funer- 
al obaetpiies will cost as much ' as 
those of tho emperor. A vast collec-'- 
tlon of priceless furs and other per- 
sonal property belonging to her were - 
Inolneratod In her palace two days 
ago. - 

According to statutes recently, made, 
public, the jirlco regent has 'been given i 
full imperial power. Tho people re- '. 
gard him as tho emperor de facto. His : . 
enthronement will talco place at the 
end of the period of mourning, and all -' 
olllclals will then make to liltn the 
same oholsanco that thoy have already 
ni.'ide to the Inf.ant emperor Hsuan 
'l.'ung. An edict recently promulgated 
by the throne ])ut an end to the cere- 
monies that have been performed from 
tlmo immemorial every time there was 
an eclipse of the moon. Tho nature ot 
those repeated edicts, issued in tho 
name of the Dowager Emi)ros3, shows 
that she Is holding her position as 
head of tlio Imperial family In tho 
conduct of palace affairs. 



, Japan's Position 

" Ottawa, Dec. 9, — c:. Yadda, Japan- 
esn consul at Vancouver, who Is In 
the city to consult ConKul-Oeneral 
Sliimlzii, characterizes tho rsjinrt pub- 
lished by tho ■Vancouver Japanese pa- 
per, that Japan is anxious to get rid 
of re.'itrictlons regarding tlie Inimigra- 
tlon of Japanese to Canada, which 
were agreed upon v,-Ith Hon. Tl. Le- 
iiileiix, as .simply absurd. Consul-Gen- 
cral .Shlmlxu stated today that it is 
Ills eountry'.i Intention to abide by tho 
bargain which was made with Hon, 
Mr. LemleuK, and said Mr. Yadda'f) 
vIhU to Ottawa was purely in tho na- 
ture of a vacation.

Schodj Board Orge That Early 
Stibs' Be Taken in' That ^> 
- ■ Direction ■ ' ■ ' 



That every effort should be taken, 
and ut once, to urge upon the Provin- 
cial Kovernnienl the claims oC Victoria 
as liie centre at. whlcli. tlie projected 
Provincial university should be located 
IS tha opinion of the members of the 
scliool oourd. With a view, of, earnestly 
urging the matter upon' the attention 
of the governiriont,., the 'board .will sug- 
gest to the city cq,u|ioir-;that a joint 
meeting of the Cw.b;, bodies?; ^together 
with prominent cltlzens.'should bo held 
una U' doputationp appointed,.' to wtiit 
upon the government ap.d'iprcss the 
claims of Victoria;'', the .capital city, as 
the proper home lor\tho now univer- 
sity, -y-if.'... 

The matter cameV'tip* for considera- 
tion' at last nlg/}t's;nrogular meeting of 
the school board, -'c^oilowing a ropcirt 
submitted by Trustee JayT of the pro- 
ceedings of a - recent meeting of the 
lloyul institution for the Advancement 
of Learning of British Columbia, held 
at Vancouver on November Trus- 
tee Jay stated that a special connnittee 
consisting of Dr. Ale.xander Robinson, 
Provincial superintendent of educa- 
tli)n; George Robertson, principal of 
Vancouver College, and himself, had 
been appointed to decide ui)on a name 
Idr tile Victoria and Vancouver col- 
leges. The committee submitted the 
following report to the Eoyal Institu- 
tion: 

i. That the colleges at Vancouver 
and Victoria be one Institution under 
ono liead. 

1!. 'I'hut with the sanction of the Mc- 
Glll University, Montreal, tlie name of 
till! institution at Victoria, be "The 
McOill University College of British 
Columbia." 

3. That S. J. Willis be appointed 
dean of the faculty at Victoria. 

4. That the stuff of Victoria be rank- 
ed as follows: S. J. Willis, B. A., dean 
and professor of classics; E. H. Rus- 
sell, B. A., professor of mathematics; 
ailss Jeanetto A. Cann, B. L., lecturer 
in Engll.sh; Miss O, E. Henry, B. A., 
lecturer in modern languages; Percy 
lilliott, B. Sc., lecturer in science. 

Trustee Jay stated that the commit- 
tee considered that as both the Van- 
couver and Victoria ooIIcbcs are doing 
the same work it was right that they 
should bear the same name. 

Trustees Pleased 

The p.icmbers of the school board 
considered the rei)ort submitted by 
Trustee Jay highly satisfactory, and 
it was unanimously adoj)ted. Trustee 
McXeill, in rel'erring to tlic report, 
suggesteil tiiat It is time tlmt active 
steps were taken to urge upon the Pro- 
vincial government the necesslt.\' of 
having the proposed Provincial univer- 
sity located here. In fact, he believed 
that not sullleient interest had been 
sliown, and that Vancouver lias al- 
ready been pressing its claims. His 
suggestion that the joint meeting of 
the board and the city council should 
be called, was iidopted. 

Tile question of raising the balance 
re(iiiircd to meet the full expenditure 
on the new Chambers Street school, 
for whicli tenders are now being call- 
ed, and also onougli to jirovlde for tlio 
erection of a school on the site recent- 
ly purchased on the Falrlieid road, was 
introduced liy Trustee McNeill, who 
ui'ged that the city council should be 
asked to sulinilt to the ratepayers on 
the date of the ne.xt civic elections, a 
l)ylaw to raise sulliclent to give the 
board a net sum of $55,000 after tlio 
discount, if any, had been met, should 
the debentures sell less than par. At 
the present time the board 1ms about 
$47,500 to devote towards the now 
Chambers street school, which is esti- 
mated to cost somewhere in the nolgh- 
Ixirhood of $62,000. The balance of 
$15,000 will have to be raised by by- 
law. Owing to the grpwth of the 
southern portion of the city another 
school will have to be erected next year 
and to provide for that section sueli 
."ichool will have to be f)f at least six 
rooms and would probably cost $35,000. 

Trustee Mc.N'ell claimed that Vic- 
toria debentures today !ire worth more 
than the amount which the city ob- 
tained, !)2 per cent. This was shown 
by the fact that th"se parties who 
purchased tlie recent lelientures at 92 
resold tliem for 98. If $55,000 net were 
obtained he thought it would prove 
suflicient. 

Will Need the Money 

Trustees ]3isliop and Ridilell sug- 
gested asking that a bylaw for $70,000. 
should be submitted. The growth of 
the section wherein it is proposed to^ 



build the south end school v;ould be 
.such that it would be unwlso to erect 
a scliool which in a year or two might 
prove too small to meet requirements. 
Finally it was suggested that a by- 
law to net $GO,000 would possibly meet 
all requirements and the council will 
be so Informed. 

Trustee McNeill's suggestion tliat 
the resolution jiassed at the lost meet- 
ing of the board that tenders ho called 
for the separate trades in the erec- 
tion of the proposed Chambers Street 
school, be amended so that in addition 
tenders for the whole work be cullea 
for in order that a comparison of the 
cost under both plans could bo made, 
was defeated. He urged since the 
board would have Its arcliitect and also 
a competent inspector to supervise tho 
woiii of construction tliero would be 
little chance, should ono contractor be 
'given the whole work, to skimp In any 
particular part of the work and while 
eqiiaUy good results mlght .be secured 
■under either method, the board should 
at least Icnow just what it will cost 
to ■erect the school either undor tiio 
single tender -system or under the sys- 
tem of separate tenders for cacli trade. 

Trustee Jay favored the letting of 
tho tender to one individual, who, in 
case of i]isputes, could be looked to 
whereas In the case of several con- 
tractors holding separate contracts It 
would mean that the question of lia- 
bility 'would be a dlflloult one to de- 
termlne^' 

Trusteos Staneland and Riddell ar- 
gued that the question Iiad been fully 
discussed at the last meeting of tlio 
board and the Jirchitect liad stated 
that under tho separate tender systeni 
satisfactory worit could bo obtained 
provided that proper precautions are 
taken. 

Too Much Home Work 

Reference was made to recent com- 
plaints that cliildren attending one of 
the city schools are over-burdened 
with home work. Trustee Jay stated 
that sever.il complaints liad been 
made to him. It was a question which 
had cropped up every year and alvv-iys 
from parents of pupils attending the 
Girls' Central. 

Superintendent IC. B. Paul stated 
that he had secured the names of 
.several parents who had complained, 
though not to him, and lie is at pres- 
ent investigating the matter and will 
bo able to make a report in a short 
time. 

Superintendent Paul also reported on 
tlio steps taken b.v him to induce the 
provincial department of education to 
make grants for several teaciiers on 
tho city staff, form whom no govern- 
ment aid has been forthcoming. In 
one case the department has con;->ented 
to make a grant and tho amount, 
$536. SB, has been paid to the city 
treasurer. The oth«r cases, those of 
the special teacher's for music, draw- 
ing, domestic science, etc., arc now be- 
ing considered by the department and 
it is likely that at tlie next session of 
tho legislature the school act ■will be 
amended so that grants in such cases 
can be made. 

Staff Appoirvtments. 

Mr. Pollard, who has been tempor- 
arily acting as music Instructor, was 
given the permanent appointment. 
Mr. Van Munster, of tho South Parle 
school, was appointed to tlie vacancy 
occasioned by the resignation of C. S. 
Ijyons. of the Boys' Central, at a sal- 
ary of $80 to date from January 1, 
and James W. Wattle, ISI.A., was ap- 
pointed to take Mr. Van Munster'a 
tihico at a salary of $60 from the flrst 
of the now year. Miss Baker and Miss 
Dalby were appointed to tlio teaching 
staff at a salary of $15 and $55 ro- 
speetlvely. Tho salary of Jllss Cam- 
eron, first assistant at the South Park 
school, was Increased to $02.50 to date 
from December 1. Tho resignation of 
INIiss L. Simpson, of tlie Victoria West 
staff, was accepted with regret. The 
application of Harry B. Jones for the 
po.sltlon of inspector of construction 
of tlie proposed new Chambers street 
school was filed and will be considered 
when the question Is taken up. 

A number pf Improvements required 
in the various .schools wore passed up- 
on and referred to the building and 
grounds committee, the discussion 
bringing out' the fact that when the 
most necessary repairs and Improve- 
ments are made the board will be 
practically at the end oC Its finances 
for the year. Stoves and other ne- 
cessaries for tho two new schools er- 
ected at the High School will be pro- 
vided as well as furniture for the 
principals' rooms in the Boys' Central 
and .South Parit schools. The amount 
of .124.75 turned Into tlie board by the 
teacher of the needle work class, be- 
ing the money obtained by tho sale 
of fancy articles made by tho pupils, 
will be expended on that department. 

Prior to tho ojiening of the meeting 
Fester McGurn, president of tho 
Royal Athletic association, appeared 
before the board and asked for a grant 
towards tho expenses of improving the 
Royjil Athletic grounds on which it Is 
proposed to allow inter.scholastic 
games. Tile grounds will be strictly 
up-to-date and all that the directors 
asked is that a small charge for ad-

IS STILL UNFINISHED 



City's Assurance of Several 
Years Ago Has Not Yet 
Been Fuifiiied 



The convenience which would be ex- 
perienced by the extension of Douglas 
street southward past the rear of the 
limpress hotel to Belleville street, thus 
doing awa,v with the present round- 
about route via Govornment street, has 
of late^ occasioned inquiries as to when 
the road, which is marked upon the 
city maps, nfiay he expected to be open- 
ed for trafllc. At present those desir- 
ing to cross from Douglas- street to 
Belleville street are forced to go around 
by Govornment street and this addi- 
tional haul la a decided inconvenience, 
especially In the oa.se of heavy loads. 

Inqiiir.v madi.' at the city engineer's 
ollice discloses the fact that Hlien the 
agreement between the C. P. R. and 
tlie city ri'Bari.Mng the grant of the 
James Bay mud Hats and the erection 
of the Enipre.'^s liotel was entered into, 
the city agreed "heforc! tlie said hotel 
shall have been comiileled, to construi;t 
and maintain good and sulliclent road- 
ways and sUtewallis surrounding the 
land to be grantodr such roadways 
shall, if of macadam, be eipial to the 
best macadam roadways in the city, 
and shall, it of wooden blocUs, be equal 
to the best roadways of wooden blocks 
hi the city." 

Evidently the understanding at the 
time tho agreement was made with 
the C. P. R. was that nothing but the 
best macadam or wooden pavement was 
to be constructed on the Douglas street 
e.Nteiisiun but though tho hotel has 
been completed for some tlmo no signs 
of tho promised "good and suflicient 
roadway" extending from Douglas 
street to Belleville street can bo seen. 
In OctoTjor, 1901, a city bylaw was 
passed providing for the extension ot 
Douglas street but still no roadway' 
exists.

Ratepayers' Association .Condemns tho 
Present Methods in Use in the 
City 



The Ratepayers' association held its 
fifth annual meeting on Tuesday af- 
ternoon at the, city hall when- the fol- 
lowing ofiAcers were elected: Chair- 
man, F. B. Pembertonj members of 
the board, (3/ 'A. 'KlfTf, Bl. Musgrave, 
J. K. Rebbeck. Hon. W. J. Macdonald, 
J. K. AVIIson, C. T. Dupont and T. C. 
.Sorby, secretary. Tho report of the 
board of management dwelt especially 
to the satisfactory limitation of tho 
term "householder" and tho conse- 
quent limitation of the municipal vot- 
ers' lists to actual direct taxp.ayers. 
and the maintenance of every citizen's 
right to jietition against arbitrary ac- 
tions on tlie iiart of tlie council. Re- 
ference was also made to the efforts 
being made to secure independent 
audit of municipal .lecounts, the as- 
sociation me^nbers favoring some sys- 
tem of accounting applicable to all 
inmileipallties and the appolntmont 
by the lieutenant-governor of public 
auditors to audit all municipal ac- 
counts.

San Francisco, Doc. 9. — One of tho 
most remarkable trials in the history 
of California will end with the dis- 
charge of tho Jury that is tonight con- 
sldvrlng tlie fate of Abraiiam Ruef. 
charged witli tho bribery of a former 
supervl.'ior to jirocurc tlie passage of 
a trolley ordinance. Botli in duration 
'and by reason of the startling and un- 
usual occurrences .'that have attended 
its progress, the trial has becipme tho 
most Important outgrowth of tho ex- 
posures in the summer of 190(i, wlien a 
grand Jury, after hearing /thu confes- 
Hion of sixteen members of tho board 
of supervisors, returned scores of in- 
dictments charging bribery against tho 
.supervisors. Jlayor Schmidt and Abra- 
ham Ruef, and against the odicers of 
the strcet'rallway system, the gas and 
electric comiianies, two teiephone com- 
panies, a reality company, and four 
prize light promoter.s. 

Ruef has thrice aijpearcd to answer 
three of the scores of indictments 
pending against him. In the first case, 
wherein Ruef was charged with ex- 
torting money from tho i)roprletors of 
a French restaurant, the defendant 
pleaded guilty. Tlie case was after- 
wards revor.scd by tlie higher courts. 
Ill the second trial, on a charge of 
having hrllied suijervisors In the ajj 
plications of tiio l^arkslde Realty com 
pany for a trolley line franchise, the 
jury disagreed after se-ven hours of 
deliberation. 

The present trlnl was on an Indict- 
ment charging Ruef with iirlhiiig 
former supervisor John J. Fuiey. It 
was begun on August 2G, 

Tile attempted assassination of: 
Francis J. Honey, who originally had 
charge of tho present case against 
Ruef, was jierlinps the most startling 
outcome of tho tliird Ruef trial. Honey 
was .siiot while in the courtroom on 
jVovenilier l.'i by Morris Haas, a liquor 
dealer who later cfjinmlttod suicldo in 
his cell In tlie county -jail.

WESTBOUND TRAFFIC. 

Mr. O. M. Hays, spoalclnpr in Von 
troal of tlio probable westbound trafflc 
of the Grand Trunk Paclflc railway, 
said It 'would be ot the greatest ad- 
vantage to the people of the wheat- 
Krowins: rcgrlon because it would re- 
lieve the inevitable congestion of east- 
bound traffic. Wo noticed in an east- 
ern contemporary % few days ago a 
short comment 'Upon the observation 
of Jlr. Hays as to tlio possibility of 
tlic development of grain ti-afllc from 
I'rince Rupert, and the general trend 
of the observation.s made was surprise 
that the transportation problem should 
be seriously considered ^v1ttl relation to 
the 'western seaboard of the Dominion. 
Wo can readily understand that to 
some of our I^astern friends tlie idea 
that a great grain-carrying trade will 
be huilt up from the Pacific ports 
seems quite out or tiiu question. They 
li.'ive been accustomed ever since Con- 
federation to look upon the whole 
■west as necessarily tributary to the 
eastern seaboard. This was one of tho 
things upon which emphasis was laid 
during tho Confederation campaign, 
and it was <>n(' of the reasons why the 
Jiast looked with favor upon tho ac- 
quisition of wlnit used to bo called tho 
Hudson Bay Territory. The sugges- 
tion that the commerce of this groat 
region shall within a few years seek 
the Pacitlc coast In ever-ineroaslng 
volume is out of the line of Eastern 
anticipations, and as we have pointed 
out in a previous ' article ■ is a depar- 
ture from' the transportation policy ot 
any Canadian government. Our 
liastorn friends must prepare tlieni- 
selves for a great surprise, not in tho 
shape of -.a diminution of their trade, 
for there Is going to be plenty of 
business for us all, but in the way of 
an expanding commerce on this side 
of the Dominion. Many millions of 
dollars have been expended to draw 
tho trade of the Interior towards tho 
Atlantic, and to these expenditures not 
ah 'opposition voice has been heard In 
the "West. We have our fallings out 
liero, but provincialism Is not one of 
them. We are ready to stand by any 
government, which will adopt a well- 
considered policy for facilitating the 
carriage of freight to the Atlantic sea- 
board. In tho election of 1904 the Issue 
in British Columbia was the policy of 
the government as illustrated In the 
National Transcontinental Railway, 
and we elected seven government sup- 
porters. The most powerful efforts, 
which the Conservatives wore able to 
make, could not secure tlie election 
of a single candidate. AVith the trans- 
portation issue out of the way, we de- 
feated nearly all the government can- 
didates. In judging of political move- 
ments it is desirable to take as broad 
ii view as possible, and just as we 
have claimed that the election of 1908 
showed the people of British Columbia 
to be hostile to the Asiatic policy of 
the government, so ■we claim that tho 
election of 1904 showed that they wore 
favorable to tho transportation policy 
of tiie government. Therefore when 
we say that any well-considered policy 
for the provision of adequate trans- 
portation facilitiea for tiic country wifl 
be supported by tlic West witlioul r(--- 
gard to criticism of d(.'tails, wu onl.v 
say v/hat the recent political history 
ot the country proves. The West has 
stood by tho governmejit in its trans- 
portation policy, nnd it has ,a good 
right to ask the government to stand 
by It in providing for its transporta- 
tion reaulrements. We suggest to the- 
Dominion govcriinient that It might 
well take under consideration the re- 
port of its own Commission on Trans- 
portation, .and see what can be done 
towards carrying out the recommenda- 
tions therein luude. 



EXPLAINING DEFEAT. 

A Victoria despatch to tho Ottawa 
Free Press says that the local Liberal 
Association have sent a strong resolu- 
tion to Sir Wilfrid Laurler explahiing 
lliat Mr. Templeman'.s defeat was due 
to •'jnHrcpresentatlons regarding the 
government's Asiatic e.'ccluslon policy." 
This does not exactly square with tho 
claim put forward upon the Minister's 
behalf in other papers frleu'lly to him, 
wlileh is that he was defeated because 
he stood for the government's policy. 
There is some truth In the latter 
claim, although that was not the sole, 
reason for his defeat, but there Is no 
foundation for llie claim put forward 
by tho Liberal As.sociatlon, bocauso 
tiiero was no misrc'prcsentatlon of the 
government's policy. That policy wat^ 
^(jpeolflcally stated by the polonWt and 
tiio 'Conservative speakers' In Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler's own words. It was upon 
tho Premier's declaration tluit ho did 
not share the views of the people of 
British Columbia twit' ^Jje people of 
Victoria pronounced.''' 'These word.s 
were kept prominently before the eiec- 
torfii, who were asked to Teaffl{!"in tho 



views' with which Sir Wilfrid said he 

did not agree. 

Now/ so far as it can bo fairly claim- 
ed that Mr. Templeman was sacrific- 
ed because ho accepted the views of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler as hlti own, ho is 
entitled to w;hatever consideration the 
Premier can reasonably extend to him. 
We do not believe that he would have 
been elected If there had been no Im- 
migration question involved in tiro 
contest, but that Is neither hero nor 
there. The people of Victoria reas- 
serted their views, and tho people In 
other parts ot tho provlnco did tlie 
same, and although the local Liberal 
Association says ' it ' concurs In the 
Asiatic policy of" ihe feovernment, tho 
nmjorlty of the people of Britisli Co- 
lumbia do not. If this constituency 
wore reopened tomorrow, Mr, Temple- 
man or anyone else, who made tho 
government's Asiatic Immigration pol- 
icy tho sole issue, ■would be snowed 
under. 

SERVIAN ASPIRATIONS 

. One of the motives which are In- 
fluencing Servia to resist tho absorp- 
tion by Austro-Hungary of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina is that she will thereby 
bo out off from tho sea, and for lack 
of a seaport will be at tho mercy of 
tho dual monarchy in the event of 
war, and cannot even in times of peace 
prepare for her proper protection ex- 
cept by the consent of her powerful 
neighbor. As at present constituted 
Scrvla is an inland state, being separ- 
ated from thcr-Adriatic on the west by 
the two principalitlea whicli Austria- 
Hungary has annexed, and Monten-egrro, 
and from the Bgean Sea on the south 
by Macedonia, which forms a part of 
Turkey. On the cast Bulgaria lies be- 
tween Servia and the Blaclc Sea. The 
dream of tho Servians is to absorb 
Herzegovina, Bosnia, Montenegro and 
the wf.-itern p-irt of Macedonia, and 
tliercby secure a doidile sea iior.tiige 
The nation that would be thus erected 
would have an area of 100,000 
square miles, and a population of 
10,000,000, and would be a very formi- 
dable factor in Southeastern Europe. 

The leaders of public opinion In 
Servia are endeavoring to arouse tho 
pan-Slavic sentiment. They claim to 
bo, recognized as the most representa- 
tive of all tho Slavic countries, but 
there is enough of this blood in tho 
population of Russia to arouse a good 
deal ot sympathy with the aspirations 
ot the little state. Austria-Hungary 
has a large Slavic clement In her pop- 
ulation, and Franz Josef claims to 
have as good a right as, the Czar to 
constitute himself the protector of that 
race. The aspiration of Servia for a 
seaboard and the pan-Slavic senti- 
ment, which seems to be growing In 
strength, constitute the dangerous ele- 
ments in the Balkan situation.

Mr. Frederick Khodes, a brother of 
Cecil Rhodes, is alleged to have told 
an interviewer in Mexico that war be- 
tween Britain and Germany is inevita- 
ble, and that tlio sooner It comes alxiut 
the hotter. This Is the llrst that tho 
public has known about there being a 
Mr. I'^rcderlck Rhodes, and his views 
would not be worth repeating if It were 
not that he once had a big brother. V.'o 
could find many thousands ot people, 
just as prominent as Mr. Frederick 
Rhodes, who ilo not think a war in- 
evitable and are not in !i)iy jiarticular 
hurry for one. 



Mr. LI Sum Ling, tho editor of the 
Chinese Mail, ot Hongkong, with whom 
wo had an extremely interesting and 
illuminative Interview respecting the 
situation In the Orient, in our issue ot 
yesterday declares unhesitatingly that 
Japan is secretly.- scheming to pursue a 
policy of aggrandizement in his coun- 
try, and he welcomes the action of the 
Washington government In stipulating 
in its agreement with Japan that, for 
some time to come, at all events, the 
stjitus quo must be preserved. Reading 
between the lines, it is not. dllllcult to 
see, however, that this distinguished 
Chinese scholar and diplomat has some 
misgivings about the future. In all 
candor it must be said that tho role 
which China is constantly called upoh 
to play la a pathetic one. 

An effort is being inadc to bring 
about the return of at least one of the 

commercial agencies. These concerns 
removed their otUces from this city to 
Vancouver some years ago, and very 
considerable Inconvenience has been 
occasioned to business men by the 
change. It is not that the business of 
Victoria h.as decreased, for in point of 
fact it has largely increased and is 
steadily increasing. The agencies are 
said to be opening offices In much 
smaller iilaccs than AMctorla In tho 
Prairie provinces, and tliosc who have 
the matter In hand do not anticipate 
any difficulty In securing tho return 
of at least one of them, if tho business 
community unites in an effort to that 
end. 



One heeds to read the exceedingly

In the sweet sim- 
plicity of their natures they aro unable 
to decide whether or not. the young 
madeniolscllq';.;. who sen'es them' In a 
store, or ^^^a^ts,.an them In a restaur- 
ant or helps !,ihom in their boudoir, 
has any pa'rticu.lar sex, and so they 
call them young persons, just as mi- 
lady in ;i iiopular novel always spealts 
of her maid us Babbage, Jiggers or 
whatever her paternal name may be, 
thereby disregarding tho fact that 
she has a baptismal name, which high 
ecclesiastical authority asserts is a 
person's only real name. But another 
point has arisen. Miss Crystal Mac- 
millan is a graduate of a Scottisli 
University, and as such she claims tlio 
riglit to vote at the election of uni- 
versity representatives In Parlin.ment. 
The statutes ot 1868 and 1881 give the 
franchise to all "persons" other than 
those BUbjcet to legal incapacity, upon 
wlioni one of the four Seoltliili Uni- 
vorsilies has conferred a degree. All 
tlie otlicr franchise acts use the words 
"male" or "male ijorcons." Miss Mac- 
mlllan presented her case at tho bar 
of the House of Lords, but we aro not 
advised that a decision has been given. 



The mantle of volubility wrested 
from the Ivalser lias apparently been 
donned by Mr. James J. Hill, tho rail- 
way magnate. He seems to have been 
seized with an extraordinary impulse 
to "speak his mind" on every possible 
occasion lately. Not content with 
having advised Canadians wliat policy 
they should adopt in respect to trade 
relations with the United State.?, tho 
president of the Great Northern has 
now boldly "vauited Into tho arena of 
world politics. Speaking at the annual

Hill, "the German Kaiser 
would not have anything but his own 
way, but in two days he changed his 
mind, and It was pronounced that tho 
dilCerenco between Germany and 
I'^rance had been settled. What hap- 
liened'.' Why, the French bankers 
said they ■would call In their loans, 
and the Germans were not able to 
meet them. That is the Inside of how 
tliat matter was settled." 



it Is proposed to change the corona- 
tion oath by omitting from it the words 
which describe the Catholic fnitli as 
"superstitious and Idolatrous." Of 
course there will be opposition to such 
a proposal; but why should such ex- 
traordinary words be retained? The 
Roman Catholic faith is not more su- 
per.'itltlous than other faiths, and It Is 
certainly not Idolatrous. Tliose per- 
scms wli<) will recall the oath that used 
to be adminislcrcd to justices of the 
peace and other ollicers in the British 
North America provinces, or at least In 
some of them before Confederation, 
will remember that In It certain al- 
leged tenets of the Itonian Catholic 
church wero denounced as "damnable." 
After Confederation all reference to 
that church was omitted from the 
oath, and we are not aware that any 
OIK! ha.s suffered by the change. Even 
then there was a iiiodilled form of the 
oath to be administered to Rom.ui 
Catholics, and from this the word 
"daninalile" was omitted, although they 
were required to disavow any belief in 
tile doctrine that "princes excommuni- 
cated by the Pope of Rome can be de- 
posed (,T murdered by their subjects." 
Nothing of value to the cause of Bri- 
tish institutions turns upon tho words 
which it Is proposed to strike from the 
coronation oatli. 



A des])atch sa\-s that the Sargasso 
Hea, not Sarugossa, as the despatches 
call it, lias disappeared. This part of 
the Atlantic was named Mcr de Sagaco 
by Columbus because of tlie (luantity 
of seaweed floating on Its surface, and 
the name has no connection with tho 
Spanish city of Saragassa. This area 
lies west of the Canary Islands and It 
Is about as large as Europe, although 
its boundaries greatly vary. Its exist- 
ence is supposed to bo due to the ocean 
(airrents, it being; In fact a vast eddy 
lieiwecn tho Gulf Stream and the 
Equatorial current, that is speaking In 
very general terms. Some writers have 
suggested that it may bo the former 
Kile of .Vtianlis, but this is a pure 
guess. It vvns hero that Jules Verne in 
Ills "Twenty Thousand Leagues Under 
the Sea," made his diver descend and 
search through wrecks and rultis lying 
on till' ocean bottom. It was at one 
time supijosed that the veg'(itall()u 
which eo\-ered the water was brought 
there from the Gulf of ."\Ie.\ico, but 
later observations establi.'ili that it 
grows upon tlie surface. It seems cli'ar 
I'rom tho area of the Sargasso S(^a 
that the observations of a navigator on 
II single voyage can hardly be taken ;is 
jirovlng that tho vi'getatlon has disap- 
peared. If further observations oon- 
flrm , hl« , report, ■ hydrographers will 
have BOmethlng new to puzzle ovtir.

If these could be reached wltli the 
Gospel story, then one-half of the 
population of tht; earth would bo 
reached. Manchuria, one of lier pro- 
vinces, had almost been completely 
evangelized, and this through insigni- 
ficant beginnings as regard.s men and 
money. If this were so then why not 
■eyery pro.ylnce of that monstrous 
Jtlng^om? Uganda, In Africa, was fast 
becoming evangelized, theh -why not 
every ■ province In the Dark Contin- 
ent? In conclusion the spealcer said 
that if the Anglican Church did not 
rise up to the opportunity, confront 
Ing Iier in this day she would be sure 
ly relegated to the inuseum of history 
as a splendid reiic.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



The handsome memorial hall whicli 
the King opened the other day at Eton 
\s, says tho Jlancliestcr Guardian, 
another step towards modernl.slng tho 
aspect of Eton. The old school build- 
ings tliemselves, tho quadrangle In 
which tlie .statue of tlie founder of the 
scliool stands, the noble college cliapel, 
and the old "houses," built of deep- 
toned rod brlelc and covered with creep- 
ers, all impress one with the antiquity 
of the place. And this impression is 
conlirmed as one Journeys through the 
solitary main street — the tortuous and 
narrow but picturesque old thorough- 
fare which carries one from Bton Col- 
lege to the bridge that conndcts Eton 
with Windsor. Modern Innovations, 
whether In the shape of handsome new 
buildings or gigantic touring motor 
cars tearing along on their way to 
Windsor, or crowds of tourists deter- 
mined to so more than tho Collega rules 
allow, do not harmonize at all with old 
Eton.

Harding, who picked up a ten-Inch 
shell, and, having put out the fuse, 
proceeded to immerse tho missle in a 
tub ijf -water.

London Standard: — Lord Cawdor, 
proceeding upon liis tremendoits as- 
sumption that the present condition 
of the Navy is perfect, forbore to 
mention that the battle fleets now in 
commission, apart from the now ships 
(which always voyage by themselves 
in majeatip^ solitude), are not ade- 
quately ""prbvide'd'' 'with scouts, or 
medium cruisers, with destroyers, witli 
stores, ahd-^abovB all — ^wlth trained 
inoii. He did indeed suggest — 
somewhat Inconsistently — that a large 
proportion of tho destroyer force was 
out of date, and that tlie depletion of 
stores was causing grave anxiety. He 
might luive added that at least a third 
of the destroyer force is in need of 
repair, and tlint the lack of Irnlnod 
men is a national danger. It follows 
even from Lord Cawdor's restricted 
statements, that the derelictions of 
tho present Board of Admiralty and 
of ttie governnient :uust cost the coun- 
try an enormous sum during next 
year and two or three suceeding years, 
if the iiiedge of tho Prime Minister, 
to wliich the Opposition have sub- 
scribed, is to bo honestly fulfilled. 
From that consideration rises another, 
tho exceedingly important question 
whether a naval administration which 
has brought the country into tl^Is quite 
unnecessary dlfnoulty can ,be' entrust- 
ed with the spending of the substantial 
loan which the needs of the situation 
demand. It is for this reason that we 
have urged the Institution of an im- 
partial inquiry into the wliolo naval 
administration, !i suh'gestlon which is 
opposed on both sides of the House. 
Tho national security, however, Is 
more impcjrtniit than the ■■exigencies of 
politics;" nor can there lie any valid 
objection to a proposal which was car- 
ried out a few years ago at the War 
Onico, with tne help of the Board of 
Admiralty itself. Lord Granard's de- 
fence of tlie Government policy, like 
Lord Crewe's reply on Monday, con- 
sisted of a refusal to make aii\' dednlte 
statement, together with a citation of 
a few irrelevant or incorrect statistics. 
And if Lord Eversiey's intervention In 
tho debate. In which ho urged that 
further economies should bo made up 
on every Item of naval expenditure ox 
copt shipbuilding— the least essential 
— is to be regarded as reflecting the 
Liberals, views upon national defence, 
they can only be described as a be- 
trayal of the national Interests. Per- 
haps, however. Lord Eversiey's obser- 
vations were only a reflection of Lord 
Brassey's opinions. In so far as 
yesterday's discussion in tho House of 
Lords had any value at all, it afforded 
one more proof that the position of 
naval affairs is extremely critical, and 
that tho present Goverriment have no 
suggestion whatever to otter with re- 
gard to them. 

The Daily Express, a propos of tho

Germany uneaslness'^ihiay well be ejc- 
iggerated. ""There roYnains the neces- 
sity of being ready for all eventualities. 
Lords Roberta' motion on national de- 
fence, to be bro-ught .forword in the 
House of Lords today, comes indeed 
at an opportune mohient. Tho whole 
world is filled with unrest. No man 
can know what tho morrow may bring 
forth. It l.M therefore urgently neces- 
sary that we should bo fully equipped 
to meet a possible danger that dia- 
regarded may bring with it the sub- 
jugation of our country and the end 
of our Empire. 

No matter what the Kaiser may or 
may not have said, says the ijally 
News, our friendly attitude towards 
the German iieojile must bo maintain- 
ed without the smallest alteration of 
feeling or of action. \Vc liave seen 
how deeply the Kaiser's subjects liave 
deplored his 1 ndiscri-tlon.s, and what .-i 
sudden outburst of unwonted indlgiia- 
tinn his irresponsible utterances have 
aroused. If we have any cause for 
(luarrel our fiuarrej Is their quarre!. 
Against the people themselves we liave 
no complaint. We feel nothing but 
admiration for their resolute action. 
\\g are not yet compelled to accept 
the reported Interview as true. The 
ways of American Journalism are 
sometimes devious. Dr. Hale says 
they are pure fabrication from begin- 
ning to end. He Is met by a reputed 
production of proofs" corrected in his 
own writing. 'We cannot say where 
the truth lle.s hidden. But to take 
the report as it stanils obviously part 
of what tlie Kaiser said contains noth- 
ing new, and is only natural. All tho 
world has known that his eyes have 
been lixed with npprolienslon on tho 
I^'ar East. In his warnings against 
J.apan and his dislike of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance there Is nothing new 
or surprising. 

While the plan of tiio Hill, savs the 
Jtorning I'ost, appe.-irs to us to de- 
Korve favor;il)!e consideration. It is 
marred by Hever.al defr>cts nf detail, 
which we hope the Oovernnient will b/' 
persuaded to adandou In. tho Interests 
of their scheme as a whole. In the 
first lnstanc<', tiie pliraseology of tho 
clause as to facilities which requires 
the local autlmrlty to make accommo- 
dation for special religious Instruction 
available when it "can reasonably b(! 
, 80 made available," appears to us to 
be too ambiguous and vogue. In spite of 
tho fact that the riglits of parents 
are safeguarded by the power of ap- 
pealing to the Board of Education. 
Secondly; the grants to contracting- 
out schools are miserably Inndeiiuate 
TTnloss tho grants are made much 
larger there Is a grave danger that 
contracting-out schools will bo thrown 
back into tho terrible conditions of 
understafflng, inadequate equipment, 
and bad sanitation In which many of 
them were before tho Act of 1902, and 
from which they have been partly 
dragged in- the expenditure of much 
public money. If the Bill is to pas.q 
Into law the Unionists, in the Interests 
of national oducation, must Insist upon 
the scale of grants being revised. 
There are other matters — tlinsn con- 
nected with tiie terms nn which vol- 
untary sclioola are to bo transferred 
— which may bo found to need recon- 
sideration.

Excorpt from Bnles and Orders Belat'> 
Ing to Private BIUs. 

All applications for Private Bills, 
properly tho subject of legislation by 
the Legislative Assembly of British 
Columbia, within tho purview of tho 
"British North America Act" require 
a notice, specifying the nature and ob- 
ject of tho application and indicating 
generally tho location of the -work, and 
signed by or on behalf of tho appli- 
cants. 

Such notice to be pu'allsliecl m tho 
Britisli Columbia Gazette, and In one 
newspaper published in the district af- 
fected, and if no sucli newspaper is 
published therein, then in a newspaper 
In tho next nearest district In wliloh a 
newspaper Js published. 

Such notice shall be continued in eacli 
case for a perod of at least six weeks, 
during tho Interval of time between the 
close of tho last session of tho house 
and tho consideration of the petition. 

No petition is received by the Houso 
after tho first ton days of tlie ses- 
sion, nor may any private bill ^oo pre- 
sented to tho Houso after the first 
tlireo weeks of the session, nor may any 
report of aay committee upon Private 
Bill lie received after tho first four 
weeks of tlie session. 

This rule may only be suspended upon 
motion following a report of tlie Pri- 
vate Bills Committee, and if suspended, 
double fees are payable. Eight clear 
days before the first day of tho ses- 
sion tho applicant Is to pay to the 
clerk, tho Houso fees, and deposit at 
the samo tlmo two hundred copies of 
tho bill, a copy of tho petition duly 
signed, and a copy of the published 
notices. Tho failure to comply with the 
above necessitates tho payment o£ 
double fees. 

Boforo aay petition praying for Icav'e 
to bring In a Private Bill for tho erec- 
tion of a Toll Bridge, is received by 
the Houso, tho person or persons In- 
tending to petition for such 'oiil shall, 
uiion giving the notice prescribed by 
tho rules, also at the same time and 
In the same manner, give notice of tho 
rates wliich thoy intend to ask, the 
extent of tho privilege, tho height of 
the arches, tho interval b'etween the 
abutments or piers for the passage of 
rafts and vessels, and mentioning also 
whether they intend to erect a draw- 
bridge or hot, and the diinensiona of tho 
same. 

All Private Bills for Acts of Incor- 
poration shall be so framed as to in- 
corporato by reference tho clauses of 

the General Acts relating to the details 
to 1)0 iirovlded for by sucli bills: Spe- 
cial grounds shall lie established for 
aay iJi-opo.<ieii departure from tills prin- 
ciple, or for the Introduction of otlior 
provisions a.s to such details, and a 
note Khali ''oo appended to tlio bill indU 
catlng tho provisions tliereof In v/hlch 
the General Act is proposed to bo de- 
parted from. Bills which aro not framed 
In accordanco with this rule shall bo 
rc-cast by tho promoters and .reprinted 
at their expense before any committee 
passes -upon the clauses. : 

All Private Bills shall bo prepared 
by tho parties applying for tho same, 
and printed in small pica typo, twonty- 
six ems by fifty cms, on good paper, 
in imperial octavo form, each page 
when folded measuring lO^i by 7% 
Inches. There shall bo a margflnal 
number every fifth lino of eacli page; 
tho nnmberlng of the lines is not to 
run on through tlin bill, ''out the llneo 
of each page aro to bo numbered sep- 
arately. If amendments aro made to 
any bill during Its progress before tlv 
committee or through the House, such 
bill shall bo reprinted by tho promoters 
thereof. 

By new Rule CCA, passed on tho 2nd 
April, 1901, (SCO Journals, .1001, page 
58), a model form of Rail-way Bill Is 
adopted and must bo used. . 

By 05B all bills .to incorporate or 
amend bills Incorporating railway com- 
panies are to bo drawn In accordance 
with tho Model Bill. <■ 

Tho provisions contained In any ''aill 
which are not in accord v, Ith the Model 
Bin shall bo inserted between brack- 
ets. , 

Any exceptional provisions that it 
may bo proposed to insert in any such 
bill Blinll bo . clearly ' specified In the 
notice of application for the same.

MB. TATLOW ADDRESSES 
UNIONIST GATHERING 



Delivers Speecli at IVleeting 
Held;in Bicester— His Re- : 
'marlcs'#plauded'^:^' --^^ 



Hon. R. G. Tatlow is si)ondlng what 
he Is i)leascd to call a holiday in Eng-- 
land. One of his holiday excursiona 
was to Bicester, where ho addressed a 
meeting held In the Interests of tlio 
Unionist party. The Blcestef-Adver 
tls^r has the following report of bis 
remarks: 

The Hon. R. G. Tatlow, M. H. R., 
(who met with a rousiiig recei')tloii) In 
a too brief and highly inlerusjtUig

cially as this was tlie Urst meeting ho 
had. addrea.sed In hla native land. He 
came there as he had received an in 
vllatlou from an old friend to visit 
Oxfordshire for a day's shooting. Jrle 
replied that nothing would give him 
greater pleasure, and ho then received 
a comnuinlcatlon saying that the day's 
shooting was alright, and It was also 
arranged that lie should address 
meeting at Bicester on BUrlday evening. 
He thought nt tho time this was an 
imposition on him, but When he saw 
his name so prominent in the postei-a 
lie feared *tl»e Imposition was on the 
audience. The chairman had mention 
ed that he came from British Colum- 
bia—from Victoria, on Vancouver Is 
land, to Bicester, was a lopg call, and 
many people imagined thtit when tbo 
Atlantic was crossed the' Journey was 
practRially over, but Montreal, the end 
of tho sea voyage is considerably near- 
er to Bicester than to Victoria, the 
caiiltal of British Columbia.

great Holds of waving corn, it was 
September and the harvest had com- 
menced, and In the same Held could be 
seen the reaper, binder, and threshing 
machine at work, and the i)lownmn 
preparing for tho next season's crop, 
and as one passed through tills maij- 
nilicent country shortly destined to be- 
come tlio "granary of tlie Empire," 
many thoughts occurred. Here was a 
jjopulatlon of about 800,000 harvesting 
a crop of 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
alone. Tlie whole consuniiitlon of the 
United Kingdom was under 300,000,000 
busliels, of which over two-tlilrds were 
imported largely from Russia, the Ar- 
gentine Republic, and otlior alien lands. 
Surely there was a problem to bo 
worltcd out here — England witli lier 
tliouscmds of unemployed asking for 
food and the Northwest with millions 
of acres of virgin land himgry-for thg 
plow. He was there that evening to 
speak on political questions in Canada 
as regards Tariff Reform. In 1871 the 
Dominion was federated under a Con- 
servative government and adopted a 
protective tariff.. know;n as' the "Na-r 
tlonai Pollcy"7— \<rhl'cK- was 'to protect 
all manufacturers-ilh'the -country — ^thus 
Insuring work^ai^d good ;W9ires to th^ 
jvorkingman— arid'fai tHe^pame time 
letting in free all raw'materlal and the'

necessaries of life such as tea, sugar, 
etc. This policy was followed by tho 
Conservatives while in ofllce, and was 
attacked by tho Liberal opposition who 
advocated free trade similar to that in 
vogue In England and recliirocity with 
tho United States, In fact, like another 
Liberal party they knew of. they pro 
mlsed anythiriie:. tOvi'catch: votes; but 
^Yhen they assumed^ iiowor in 1896 they 
found the Natlonril^Pollcy so essential 
to tlie^welfare' of the country that all 
they.idid-'Svaii to change the name to 
"tariff for revenue purposes only." 
They also made an alteration in the 
tariff on '.woollen goods. They took tho 
tariff off woollen' goods, and thereby 
allowed them to come in duty free. Ac- 
cording to tile Conservative policy, ns 
soon as Canada became a sheep rais- 
ing country thoy put a duty on wool 
to give their own people a chance of 
making tlie wat,es — (applause) — and 
that ivas tho purpose of a protective 
policy. Canada, at tho time ho was 
speaking of, manufactured woollen 
goods. Probably they were not of the 
linest duality, but they did what they 
were Intended to, they keiit out the 
cold. When the Liberals took the duty 
ofi; wool cheai) wools came into the 
country, and nearly all tho mills in 
Canada liad to shut down, as they 
could not compete with the cheap 
■goods any more than tho farmer of 
tho West could Keep out- tho cold with 
tho poorer woollens. The woollen man^ 
ufacturer therefore complains of the 
condition of affairs ~ to. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler, tho prime minister, and he 
said, "If you can't compete with good 
wools make shoddy wools yourselves." 
The speaker did not know wiiat they 
would think of that for a premier's ad- 
vice. At one time it had only to bo 
said that wools were Canadian made 
to guarantee their being good, in the 
same manner as the words "British 
made" were once a guarantee of qual- 
Uy, but those days were now gone by, 
and things were changed. But wiiat 
did shoauy goods mean'; It meant 
clu'ap labor, and cheai5 labor meant 
cheap men. They all looked on tlie 
British workman us a good man, who 
could do a good day's work, drink his 
glass of beer, and eat his bit of beef 
afterwards, but they could not build 
that man witti cheap goods. That was 
tile exi)erimeiit they made in Canada. 
As time went on tlio Liberals put on 
a preferential tariff on English goods, 
that was, tliey gave English goods a 
rebate of 'i'i per cent, thinking It would 
be a patriotic thing ana would create 
syniiiaihy with England. But Germany 
took advantage of mis, and the speaker 
showed it by illustrating to them how 
an "English" penkiute was made. The 
blade and cases were made In Ger- 
many, shipped to England, and in some 
toA'ii near Liverpool made into pen- 
knives. These were put Into boxes 
labelled "British manufacture," and 
sent to Canada, where they received a 
lirefereniiai rouate.^ They thus hum- 
bugged the Canadians and also the 
Englishmen. In this >vay it enabled 
Mr. Lloyd-Seorge to, produce figures 
showing that tbe-.^jfport of British 
goods was Increasing. The political 
system of Canada ^as .the same as tho 
ISogilsh systfenn'; they had Liberals, 
Conservatives- ■ana"8oolaUsts— a good 
many of the-lattei-; lie was thankful to 
say hadn't got a- '-Lloyd- George — 
(laughter). Me w6uld now consider 
tho moyemfnt ^hat could be made. It 
was sa£ld that" "trade' follows the ling." 
They all liked thaf sentiment, but many 
laid down to bask in its sunshine. 
Trade ^hpuld .<flll(#j. .the' flag, but it 
does not necessarily do so, and at the 
present time was far from doing so, 
but his object was to make It follow 
the flag, and there was only ono way 
to do It. They knew their colonies 
were built up on friendship and klns- 
manshlp, but an empire could not ex- 
ist on sentiment. It required some- 
thing that appealed to the pocket as 
well as to the heart. Their hearts were 
alright, and if anyone doubted this lie 
would point to the lonely graves in 
South Africa to show that they In Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand and other 
colonies were as .-cady as ever when 
the moment came — (loud and prolong- 
ed applause). When they got tho union 
of sentiment and commerce they would 
build up the greatest Emiilre the world 
had ever seen— (loud applause). They 
had a lot of colonics forming an em- 
Iiire on wiilcli, it had been said, the 
sun never sets. Stretching from the 
great Western seaboard of Canada for 
;^,000 miles, to Vancouver, to Hongltong 
and on to llie Fiji islands and Austra- 
lia, and throughout tlie wiiolc globe. 
They must be united as one great Bri- 
tish people, having as their emblem 
"One God, one Hag, one King" — (loud 
and prolonged applause.)

Agriculture of Uritisli Columbia, In tlie 
Corn Exchange on Friday evening, it Is 
doubtful If even Mr. E. N. Bennett, M. 
P., will have the hardihood to again 
declare at Bicester that there Is not a 
desire in the colonies for closer com- 
mercial union 'With the Mother Coun- 
try. At the time of the last general 
election Mr. Bennett's chief.* speaker at 
Bicester (Mr. Bills Orlfflths, M. P.. An- 
glesca), said his principal objection to 
a preferential tarl/C was the absence of 
an offer from the. colonies;^ but a Bi- 
cester audience on' Friday had tlie op 
portunity of hearing at first hand, from 
a colonial minister^ and not from a 
Welsh lawyer, that tho colonics do 
want preferential treatment. Perhaps 
the most Instructive part of Mr. Tat 
low's speech, however, was tho por 
tlon wherein he showed that although 
Canada gave English goods preferen 
tlal treatment the Englishman failed 
to benelit, liecause, owing to our one 
sided policy of the ojien door, goods 
were made In Germany and shipped to 
England, where they were jiut tog 
ther, and then labelled as "British 
mnnufacture" and despatched to (Jan 
ada, where they wore allowed to enter 
after receiving iiroferentlal treatment 
Surely this state of things must come 
to an oiui, unlesi^ Kngland Is to he 
classed with the list of powers that 
used to be. 



LICENSE REGULATIONS 
GENERALLY OBSEaVED 

Comm'issioners Hear Inspect- 
ors' Report and Deal Witli 
'" • License Transfers 



That tho proprietors o.f licensed pre- 
mises in the city are duly observing 
the liquor regulations and that in such 
cases where breach of the regulations 
have occurred the license inspector has 
taken steps to enforce the future ob- 
servance of the law was the gist of 
tho report submitted by License In- 
spector Hundley to the board of license 
commissioners at the regular quarterly 
meeting held yesterday afternoon at 
tho city hall. Inspector Ilandley In 
his report says that .is his attention 
had been called to the fact that gro- 
cers possessing a liquor license liad 
been in the habit of selling liquor in 
less ■quantities than one reputed pint, 
which is. a. contravention of the terms 
of. their licenses, and as this practice 
has grown in the trade without hith- 
erto being challenged, he served notice 
upon each of such license holders to 
immediately conform with tho regula- 
tions, with the result that some of 
them withdrew immediately all their 
sinall bottles and others disposed of 
what they had as soon as possible. 
Tho inspector believes that all holders 
of bottle licenses are now observing 
the regulations to the letter. 

Inspector Ilandley calls attention to 
the dilUculty, under the present regu- 
lations, of securing a conviction against 
projirietors of restaurants who have 
been reported as supplying liquor with- 
out meals. All restaurant proiirlotors 
ha\-e been cautioned to obscr'.'e the 
law In this respect, and the inspector 
suggests to tlie commissioners that if 
further complaints a»e received that 
it would bo wise to place a couple of 
special officers on duty for the pur- 
pose of catching such proprietors as 
continue to violate the law as he be- 
lieves that a conviction will have the 
desired effect, A number of saloon 
proprietors, whose premises did hot 
comply with the law in regard to the 
providing of a clear space In their 
windows whence a full view of every 
part of the bar could be obtained, bave 
been notlfled to fully comply with the 
law in this regard and the warning 
has had the desired effect,'

A. Knowles Vaughan; Grand Pacific 
hotel, from John Vlara and Virginia 
Bargetto to Virginia Bargetto and Jos- 
epli Glachero; Imperial hotel, from es- 
tate of tho lato D. C. McKlnnon to J. 
D. Norrish. Tho change in the name 
of tho Telegraph hotel to that of tho 
Royal Arms hotel was sanctioned. 
These temporary transfers will, jiro- 
vlded the- commissioners aro satisliod, 
bo made permanent at tho next meet- 
ing of tho board.

All who have road the early history 
of Canada know how earnestly the 
missionaries fouglit against the jHac- 
tice of supplying brandy tu tlie sav- 
ages. Tliey found in this trade the 
greatest obstacle to their woric of 
Christianizing the Indians. One of the 
.Jesuit missionaries prepared a nieniolr 
for the enllglitennient of the people <ir 
i'rance in which lie set forlli in the 
strongest terms tlie evil effects nf i'eau 
do vie on the savages. Tijc e.xporionce 
of all those in any part of Cau'ada who 
have had dealings with the native 
tribes agrees with that nf the writer of 
liio.old niemoir. In our own time the 
governments of Canada and of the 
United States strive to protect tlie In- 
dians from the drink evil. But iinu-, 
as in the days of the early mission- 
aries, unjirincliilcd traders cirry on 
tlie debasing biislnoss, desijlte the laws 
and It Is owing largely to this that 
civilization Is the ruin oC the native 
races. What happened In Canada in 
tho days of tho Jesuit missions "IS be- 
ing repeated now on the West Coast 
of equatorial Africa.' The British gov- 
ernment has sanctioned the sale of 
spirits to the natives there, and Bishop 
Tugwell finds "in the (raffle the great- 
est hindrance to his work. It appears 
tliat among those who have profited 
by the trade are some high In author- 
ity. It Is not only because the bishop 
loves his flock that he protests. His 
sense of justice is outraged. Bngland 
gets from this territory palm oil, palm 
kernels, rubber. Ivory, mahogany, cot- 
ton and maize in great (piantlties. Slu^ 
sends in return inHUons of gallons of 
vile ITamliurg spirit which does harm 
and only harm to those who receive it. 
Bishop Tugwell has written a long let- 
ter to the London Times In which he 
endeavors to arouse tho consciences of 
his countrymen. Human nature, has 
clianged but little in the course of 
tliree centuries, \\niile in the mission 
lield the liigiiest and noblest side of 
liunian nature Is shown, there are to 
be found among the tr.'ulers who ac- 
company or follow the Christian teach- 
ers some of the worst of mankiud. 

The movement for tlie reform of 
English s])elling begun in the United 
States has oxtctided to Kngland. The 
Rev. Walter W. Skeat is president of 
a society which is said to contain 
among Its nioinbers many men of 
learning and ability. The aim of thi^ 
society "Is to consl<lei' oarc'fuUy tlii; 
v/liole subject of our modern Iilngllsli 
spelling, with a vli>\v to tlii' initiation 
of such a moderate system of small 
reforms as may seem to bo generally 
advisable." 

Tho reformers believe that tho ac- 
tion of Oxford and Cambrldgo in In- 
troducing the modern pronunciation of 
i^atin removes one of the objections

to changes In the spelling of English 
words. Tho ridicule by which the ad- 
vocates of spelling reform were lirat 
greeted is not as general now. Many 
of the British newspapers, among 
whicli Is the Dally News, concede that 
it would be possible without inter- 
fering with tho integrity of the Eng- 
lish language to remove some anoma- 
lies of its spelling. Among the changes 
proposed is tho dropping of tho "u" In 
words ending "our." This. has become 
tho jisual spelling on this side of the 
Atlantic. The leaving out of the final 
"o" will shorten such words as "Il- 
lumine" and "expressive," whlje.-centro 
will become "center." We will have 
no more "programmes" nor will poli- 
ticians deliver "harangues." On. the 
other hand, "advertl'<!e" and similar 
words will bo spelled In the old-fash- 
ioned way. 'i'here Is no (luestion that 
the learning of English spelling oc- 
cupies a great deal of tho time of the 
pujills of the schooKs. How great 
changes have already been nladc in 
spelling English words will be seim Ijy 
any one who t.-ikes up a eojiy of .Spen- 
ser or Chaucer. Vet lovers of books 
are not ready to have tlieli' favorites 
apiiear again in a niivv dress. Tiie 
work of reform. If It roall> is to be a 
reform, ought to be entrusted to the 
most learned and th(^ wisest men to 
lie ruuiul In the empire. How conser- 
vative the reader.s of iOngllsli are has 
been proved In the case of the KevlsiHl 
iOdlUoii of tint I'.ible. While It Is con- 
sulted Ijy many of the most learned 
among readers of the Scriptures, the 
common people ct{ng reverently to 
King James version. Important as the 
time of school children may be there 
are other things to be considered be- 
fore a change, which would affect a 
heritage so precious as the literature 
of the nation, British is begun.

Two cups flour, four teaspoonfuls 
baking powder or three tcaspoonsfuls 
cream tartar and one and one-half of 
soda and one-half teaspoon s:ilt sifted 
together. Bub in one-quarter cup 
butter, beat two eggs and add one 
cup rich milk. Stir in last one pint 
picked over and washed cranberries. 
Fill buttered ciyjs half full and steam 
one hoiir In closely covered steamer or 
steam two hours In mold. Serve with 
plenty of sauce or with thin cream.

Glaced Apples with Poultry. 
To serve with poultry sliced apples 
prepared as follows will be found de- 
licious: 

Peel and core whole sour apples. 

Hoil one pound light brown sugar 
with lialf glassful of water until a 
syrup ia formed; add a stick of whole 
cinnamon. Juice of two lemons. 

Lay apples in this mixture, but tea- 
spoonful of sweet butter into tho 
.saucepan, cover apples, let boll until 
soft, but not so soft as to lose tlieir 
shape; baste often. 

If apples are tender before syrup 
thickens, remove them, cook syrup un- 
til thick, then pour over apples. 

Garnish with blanched almonds cut 
Into strips. Flu cavity In each apple 
with crabapple Jelly, — Philadelphia 
Times.

Popcorn Balls. 

Make some old-fashioned molasses 
candy and Just before taking it from 
thi- fire stir In enough pojicorn to 
thicken it. After stirring the mixture 
for a minuti? set tho kettle at tlie side 
of the stove, take the mixture from it 
by the large spoonful and lay each on 
greased p;iper or a greased tin. 

As it h.ardens roll each spoonful 
into a ball, greasing the hands well 
first and roll each ball over and over 
in freshly-popped corn until this 
cease.s to adhere to tho surface. Wrap 
In waxed paper. 

Steamed Fig Pudding 

JUx a pint of Hour with two tea- 
spoonful.s of baking-powder and half a 
teaspoonful of salt; add a cup of milk, 
the beaten yolks of two eggs, two 
tablespoonfuls of molted butter, and 
half a cup of sugar; beat well; then 
add a cup of chopped figs roiled in 
Hour and the stiff whites of the eggs; 
stoam two hours-- and K(-rve wltli foamy 
sauce.

Work at Plymouth Illustrates 
■ What Could Be Done With 
'. Victoria's Advantages 



Some days ago it was stated tliat 
Plymouth, ISnglaucl, was cous'klerliiK 
an ambitious harbor project , to cou- 
Btruct largo incrcantlle docks and 
quays In the vicinity ol; the city. Brit- 
ish newspapers received yesterday 
contain more regarding' the harbor 
project. A. Plymouth correspondent oi: 
tho London Standard says: For sev- 
eral years there has been a growing 
anxiety that theTesouices of tho port 
should bo developed, hut q-ll the 
BChemes. hitherto put forward with ttil-s 
object have been insistently opposed 
by the admiralty, who claim pre- 
emption in the sound on behalf of tho 
navy. Now, however, it project liaa 
been formulated, which Is not expect-' 
ed to meet with any government op- 
position, and a parliamentary bill uill 
be brought In fortluvltli to seek the ne- 
cessary jjowers. 

"Wembury Bay, the spot selected for 
the projected undertaking. Is an 5nlet 
in the Dovonshlro coast on the east- 
ern side of tho entry to I'lymouth 
sound, formed by the estuary of tho 
river Ycalni. An Island, known as tho 
Wowstone,. about half a league from 
the shore, gives conslderablp natural 
shelter to this .spot. It Is some two 
miles beyond Plymouth breakwater, 
on tho open channel seaward, and 
would in. no way interfere with tho 
naval organization of the port. Tho 
plans provide for the construction of 
a •breakwater between the Wewstono 
anil the land, and a corresponding 
'brealc^vater« to be run out from ' tho 
so'titheastera slde,;of ti)Q bay, to. enclose 
aa area of ■water wKlch;, will afford 
accoiiiniodatlon f or,; the;:;!very largest 
linorB afloat. From Gara Point it la 
proposed to construct a further break- 
water, thus encloslnET a - total area of 
over a thousand acres of water, which 
would make the greatest dock In' the 
United Kingdom. Within this area It 
Is proposed to construct from near the 
old Wembury mill, a pier 4,200 feet 
long, extending In a southerly direc- 
tion. Miles of cjuay space will be 
available, with an adequate depth of 
water at all stages of the tide, 'ivlill.st 
two large graving docks will afford 
acqommodation for the largest liners 
affoat, or even yet contemplated. 

This work at Plymouth calls further 
attention to what could be done with 
such natural advantages of location as 
are possessed by this port. 
; Victoria's Claims. 

The port of Victoria Juts almost dir- 
ect upon the world's greatest ocean at 
the extreme of a great transcontinen- 
tal railway system; It Is on an Island 
to which the cargo .steamers come In 
ballast from as far south as Central 
America for bunker coal and will bo 
a place of fuel supply for tiie Orient- 
bound fleets which eonie from the At- 
lantic when the Panama canal is com- 
pleted; it is the most direct, the most 
free and easiest of access, lacking in 
tho disadvantages 'which cau.se delays 
and accidents to .steamers proceeding 
to tho ports further inland reached 
hy land- bound waterways. These 
sometimes, as has been recently tho 
case, are shrouded In fog so that 
steamers are delayed for days and 
some meet with accidents in conse- 
quence. Tho advantages of tlio port 
are such in fact that 'even without 
any action on the part of Iho com- 
munity Its destiny is to be a great port 
made so solely because of Its location 
and' natural advantages with tho 
gro^vth o£ the trade beyond the Paci- 
fic. What a vast trade that will bo 
can J scarcely bo Imagined. 'Within the 
pasi few years .some of the Oriental 
nat^bnei.. have advanced treniendou.-ily, 
tho t'rddo of Cochin China, fur in- 
stance, was multiplied fourteen tirne.s; 
Japan, China, Asiatic Russia, Sium, 
the jSIalay states, Burma, Borneo, Ja- 
va, Simiatra, and other lands popu- 
lated by teeming mlUloiis who arc be- 
ing dlssasHoclated from tlieii- okl-tlmo 
satisfuctlon with the crude' roiiulre- 
rnciits of their forefathers and given 
a ta.stc for what the tradesmen ad- 
vertise from Vladivostock to Thursday 
island as "t'orelgn Goods," Tho im- 
ports of all the lands washed by tho 
big ocean are growing and exports In- 
creaslnK, and tlu; shipping man knows 
that the Pacific ocean is tlie ocean 
of the future with regard to the gen- 
eral carrying trade. Its lanes are more 
or loss lonely now, a derelict junic 
caught in the deadly "ku-shiro" (tiie 
black current), might drift long be- 
fore any rescuing steamer was boou; 
but with each passing year the lleets 
are growing and It.' will not be long 
bpioro the commerce of... this ocean 
Wlir demand evejv .greater fleets of 
liners and cargo boats 'than th^ At- 
lantic has now, ' To share In the trade 
oC thjs ocean soniei nylons' havQ made 
great sacrifices to seek an advantage 
such as is hold by "Victoria. ' Russia's 
struggle to reach an open port tm tho 
Pf^tllic and Its consequences are mat- 
ters of history, and .despite all tho 
bloodshed, all the milllonH of roubles 
lo.1t, Russia Is still without ports that 
have anything like the advantage of 
Victoria. Here the natural ns.sets are 
such that would liave jirovoltod re- 
joicing at many ports of Japan, when, 
following the shipping encouragement 
legislation of ISSiG tho government 
began its harbor works soliemes In 
J. $89, Durlnir tho six years follovvlug 
that thno largo exten.slon.s were made 
to the harbor works of tho three 
greater porta of Ja;ian bceaiise tho 
government foresaw tho nccossities 
that woidd arise as tho commerce nf 
the big ocean grew In voUune.

sent by tho Japanese government to 
make a careful examination of the 
actual condition of tho harbor -works 
in tho various countries of the Ii)uro- 
pean and American continents, and 
when their reports were made, the pa- 
ternal government of Japan itself un- 
dertook the necessary 'works. Stone 
breakwaters were built, large iron 
piers, stone quay walls, and many 
other improvements were made, and 
since then additions have been found 
necessary. In consequence improve- 
ment projects arc now being carried 
out at Yokohama, Kobe and Osaka. 
In none of these ports wore there the" 
natural conditions such as prevail at 
Victoria, or were there such opportuni- 
ties as prevail at thl.s port. 

"When the time has come that tiic 
future progress has made Its reriulro- 
ments felt then the assets of the port 
of Victoria will be realized, and then 
If not before the consideration of 
what Is necessary to make a inodorn 
harbor will be taken up. In many 
big ports of the world, these works 
are going on, and It Is a notable fact 
that, especially in England, the Im- 
provements being made at great ex- 
pense are with an area of Water not 
greater than that enclosed In the In- 
ner harbor of Victoria, without con- 
sideration of the opportunities which 
exist at tho outer harbor and at Ei?- 
qulmalt. The water area available 
for port works at this jiort extends for 
many miles. The first question to bo 
considered will be the location of tho 
harbor works, and then will come tho 
consideration of the methods to bo 
.'idopted. The requirements of today 
are met. There is no delay or dis- 
advantage to tho Inislness of tho iiro- 
sent time. Tho facllltlos are probably 
ample for the present, but there Is ur- 
gent need of improvement If Victoria 
Is to sliare to tho extent lier advant- 
ages entitle her to in the development 
which is not far ahead in the Pacific 
ocean. 

AVhen Glasgo'^v had a small popula- 
tioji, before its port works lured such 
business that the city became a great 
centre of po))Ulatlon, tho energetic 
Scots prepared a port workK scheme. 
Thoy expended no less than 30' inilllon 
dollars In deepening the river channel, 
and an annual expenditure of 5 inlllion 
dollars for the dredging of tlie river. 
The big vessels were lured to the 
Clyde In consoquenee of tho works un- 
dertaken at Glasgow. Here at Vic- 
toria there arc no such obstacle.'i to be 
oncounterod. There is no river way, 
no inland or land-bound waterway to 
bo navigated, tho port hehig practical- 
ly on the open ocean, and, as all mari- 
ners, who visit this port state, one of 
the most- easy of accesSt of 'the-^ports 
of the world.

TURBINE STEAMER 

FOR SOUND RUN 

Reported That Joshua Green 
and Associates Will Build 
Fast Vessel 



Again there Is talk of a steamer to 
be compared with the fast Prlneosa 
steamers of the C. P. R. for tho Pugct 
Sound Navigation company. The Se- 
attle Poat-Intelllgencer of yesterday 
says: 

"Within thirty idays the Puget Sound 
Navigation company will lei the con- 
tract for tho construetlon of a largo 
steel daylight passenger steamer with 
a speed of twenty-one knots, triple 
screws and turbine engines. 

"The vessel In contemplation will be 
one of the largest exclusively passen- 
ger craft on tills Coast and the llrst 
to bo lltted witli turbines in the North 
PacUlc. The company has delinltely 
determined to u.;d this vesel to Us 
already large fleet providing it cun get 
tlie kind of steamer desired, with 
speed guaranteed and at a reasonable 
llgure. It Is estimated that this pas- 
senger dyer will cost at least $300,000. 

"It is not known whether tho vessel 
will be built but four or live Const 
shipyards are llgurlng on tho worlc, 
The company makes the announcement 
that It la hoped that Seattle yards will 
be able to submit tenders within reas 
on, for to liave the vessel laid down 
In her home port the company will "be 
'v\-llllng to pay more money. . It Is bo 
llevedi however; that local companies 
can successfully compete with outside 
contractors and in all probability tho 
W'Ork will bo done here and the fine big 
steamer bo constructed at home. 

"Plans and spociiicatlons In 'detail 
have not yet been adopted. The Puget 
Sound Navigation company will sub- 
mit plans for the cabin and ask con- 
tractors to present their own designs 
for the hull, guaranteeing a speed of 
twenty-one knots an hour. Tho de- 
sign and llguros will be considered in 
awarding the contract. 

" It Is expected that the new craft 
will be between 200 and 250 feet in 
length, built on the llnest linos. In 
general appearance she will look more 
like tho H. B. Kennedy than any other 
steamer at present on tho coast. She 
will, however, bo much larger, her 
capacity to be for 1,500 people. She 
'Will be an oil burner with two or .tiireo 
funnels and when finished will be the 
handsomest and speediest passenger 
craft In these waters: ' '' r, 

"The company decided •upon': the tur- 
bine because of the greater'spood pos- 
sible and tho lesser weight to bo car- 
ried. With tho turbine tho revolutions 
win run up to GOO a minute, while 
with tho reciprocating engines the 
revolutions are from 150 to 250. "SVith 
the turbine engine smaller propellers 
are necessary. In many respects the 
company believes that greater edlci- 
oncy, greater speed and more economy 
win be attained with tho turbine. 

"Tho model for tho new cr^ft Is be- 
ing taken from those of two steamers 
which have operated successfully for 
five years on the Clyde. Some time a- 
go Capt. Frank 'VN'^alkor returned from 
Great Britain, where he looked over 
a number cf fast steamers and some 
of the Ideas which he brouglit with 
him may be incorporated Into the new 
vessel. 

" Fast work will be required of tl»e 
builders, as the company hopes to 
place Its latest addition Into service 
by July 1, 1909. Several runs are pe- 
Ing considered for the new vessel but 
at present officers of the company will 
not state on which route she will be 
placed . 

MAKURA PASSES HONOLULU 
ON WAY TQ ' VICTORIA 

New Canadian-Australian Liner Will 
Reach This Port About Two 
Days Ahead of Time 



The new Canadian-Australian liner 
Makura Is making good time and will 
probably arrive at "Victoria two days 
In advance of her schedule. Sho 
reached Honolulu on Monday and sail- 
ed later in the day, continuing her 
voyage to this port. The Makura, 
which Is due here on Monday, is tho 
latest addition to the Union Steam- 
ship Company's big fleet. She Is a 
\cssel 470 feet long, 58 feet beam and 
of 8200 tons register, largest and fast- 
est of the steamers on this route for 
the Canadian-Australian lino and i.i 
equipped with all the most mcdern re- 
aulromonts for the coi'nforts of ocean 
travellers. The Makura's name which 
Is translated Into Fnglish from the 
p.Iaorl which language ^Hipplles the 
names for the steamers of this com- 
pany's fleet is "All Red." The vessel 
was built by Ale.x. Stephen and Sons 
of Linthouse, Glasgow, and has accom- 
modation for 207 flrst-class, 114 second 
class and 72 third class travellers.

TO EMTER DRYDOCK 

Injuries Received in Stranding Acci- 
dent at Vancouver During Fog 
Are Reported Serious

which struck near Prospect Point in 
the Narrows at Vancouver during 
thick fog on Sundaj- wlion outbound 
to tho Orient, reached Kaciulmalt yes- 
terday and will enter the dry dock 
this morning to be surveyed and ten- 
ders win then be called for the ne- 
cessary repairs. The amount of dnni- 
ago sustained by the steamer, situated 
mostly on the after part of the port 
side, will not be definitely ascertained 
until the ^vessel Is. on the blocks at 
Esqutntalt today. ' Tljo Vancotiver Pro- 
vince sa;yB: '^.. 

Tho pumps of . tho steaijier are re- 
ported not to make any Impression on 
the water in the ballast tanks, and this 
fact Is accepted as sure indication that 
tho dniiiago to tho hull is more exten- 
sive than at first thought. As fast as 
water is pumped out of the tanks It 
la llowing In from the sea. Diver 
James Moore (■xunilned tho hull, but 
the nature of his report has not been 
made public.

The accident to the, Glenfarg- Jnas 
brought forth the following" letter 'pub- 
lished at Vancouver from P. W. 
Evans, n.N.R., representative of tho

Editor Province, — It seems to me to 
bo an opportune time to make ono or 
two suggestions in regard to our har- 
bor, and our entrance thereto. Yester- 
day the S.S. Glenfarg, a first class 
cargo steamer belonging to tho C.P.R., 
and bound to Japan and China, after 
lying In tiie harbor for over two days 
waiting for tho fog to lift, proceeded 
to got under weigh, having observed 
tho French and San Franelsco ateain- 
crs coming In, 'Whilst in tlie narrows 
between Brockton and Prospect points 
tho fog shut down again. Here wo 
have two most careful and experienced 
navigators In charge, and through 
tho lack. of some of the flj^st aids to 
navigation . this ship is ^set too far 
south and .uhal^Ie to judge her dis- 
tance off tjie slio^e, conseciuently she 
strikes. severely 'damaging li,ersejr. | 

If our entrance and harbor' had any 
pretence to being up-to-date these 
accidents would In all iirobablllty not 
occur. I would respectfully and with 
all duo deference suggest tho follow- 
ing Improvements: 

The removal of Parthia shoal. 

The removal of Burnaby shoal. 

The dredging in places In the nar- 
rows to enable ships to make a 
straight course bound In and out. 

Four occulting lights on beacons In 
the narrows. 

Mechanical fog bells attached to 
each. 

Telephones between lighthouse on 
Brockton and Prospect points. 

Semaphore signals at Brockton and 
Prospect points. 

Buoys and leading lights In harbor. 

Wo have reached that stage, Mr. 
Editor, that if we do not bestir our- 
selves and try and get somewhere up- 
to-date, other ports which are spend- 
ing money on Improvements will ob- 
tain the trade that rightly belongs to 
A'ancouver. Wo will also find that the 
insurance companies will gradually 
increase the rate of Insurance on 
vessels bound into Burrard Inlet. "We 
want the wheat to comU this way for 
shipment, lot us do something for tho 
ships that are to carry It away. 

Tho matter should bo strongly re- 
presented to the Dominion government 
at once, with a view to getting a sub- 
stantial grant for tbe Improvement of 
our harbor and approaches.' 

HEAVY SHIPMENTS 

OF JAPANESE SILK 



Empress of China Bringing Largest 
for Years-rrAki IViaru Will Ar- 
rive' This 'Morning 



Tho steamer-. kklvMaru,- Capt. Yagl, 
of tho Nippon Yusen Kaisha, passed 

140 miles west of Pachena yesterday 
at noon, inbound from Yokohama and 
will arrive at the outer wharf this 
morning. Another Oriental liner to 
dock at the outer wharf today is the 
R. M. S. Empress pf Jajian, outbound 
for the far east. The Aki Maru Is 
bringing a large shipment of silk, about 
400 tons In all, valued at over three- 
quarters of a million dollars, which 
will be loaded Into live waiting bag- 
gage cars Immediately on arrival of 
tho Japanese liner at Seattle to bo 
hurried to New .York. The biggest 
silk shipment carried' for a long time, 
however, is that being brought from 
Yokohama by the R. M. S. Empress of 
China, of tho C. P. R., which sailed 
from tho Japanese port on Jlonday, 
She has on board C90 tons of ra\v silk 
and silk goods, tho estimated value of 
which Is about a million and a half 
dollars. Tho Empress of China Is 
bringing the smallest, but most valu- 
able cargoe brought across the Pacific 
for many months, j She has 900 tons 
In all. The biggest shipment of silk 
brought by any one steamer exceeded 
tho shipment ' 'being brought by the 
Empress of China by but seven tons.

The passenger list 
of the Inbound Empress is a very small 
one, but five in the saloon and 133 
steerage. The outbound Empress, 
which leaves Vancouver at 7 a.m. and 
sails from this port this afternoon, has 
a cargo of 1,200 tons.

New York, Dec. 0.— There was ex- 
traordinary variety in the issues dealt 
In on tho stock exchange today, and 
\ery little news to account for the 
newly revived interest In them. Trans- 
actions were made in a largo niiniher 
of securities that huvc not ai^peared 
on the tape before In month.s past, 
and only a few times In the course 
.if n yi'ar's activities. Uliiers which 
cii.sloniarlly occupy a place lu the bacU- 
tjround were ru-ihed forward to the 
coii.^|)iciu)Us forefront of the market. 
The conseiiuencc wa.'i a very Ions H^l 
uf dllferenl securities of which sales 
were iiuide, ami some sensational price 
i.-luuiges wlU'ii cumparod with proced- 
In-^ iiuotations. There was a corroM- 
lioiuilng retreat into comparative 
oljacurily of inuny stocks which have 
iCurnlsliod the staple for speculative 
activity for many months. The form- 
er leaders In the market were quiet 
In tone and moved but little. 

In some respects such a market may 
be accepted as a re-itoratlon of a 
broadening tendency In the interest 
felt. The high grade standard stoeU.s 
which are the more reiiresentatlve ol 
>general conditions, are always llrsl 
to move in a speculative advance, and 
it is nol unusual for lower grade and 
less representative stocks to be 
brought Into ailjustnieiU to the rise 
In a belated niov'cineiit. By the time 
tills process lias reached down to the 
(hugs of llie market and has stirred 
up a movement in slocks of which any 
value is problematical, the inference 
is drawn bv Ihe practiced market op- 
erators thai, a moveniont is approach- 
ing its culmination. There were ap- 
pearances to suBBCst such a conclu- 
sion ill today's market, but there was 
less readlne'33 to accept it, owing te 
tiie number of times o£ late when 
sucli signs have failed. 

Today's market, In fact was remark- 
ably free from pressure or from hos- 
tile attempts to reverse tho prevailliig 
tendency. In spite of the admittedly 
suppressed appearance of the niove- 
im^nl there was a fairly effective 
demonstration In the trunk line group, 
including llio coalers, during tile day 
This was the only notable excepllon 
to the iiredominatlon of the low grade 
stocks In the d a/^ de alings.
